If the nation's doctors don't 


hold their fees to present levels, 
Cohen told a news conference, 
"I can only believe that Con- 
gress will do something more, 
and it may be something they 
do not like." 


High level aides in Cohens 


department said he is convinced 
the 'something more" would be 
a limitation on fees for which 
doctors could be reimbursed. He 
has said previously that Con- 
gress might instate a fee sched- 
ule. 


But while the doctor-fee pre- 


mium will not go up, patients' 
contributions for hospital bene- 
fits under medicare go up after 
today to cover the first $44 of 
costs instead of the first $40. 


After 60 days in a hospital, pa-

After 90 
days, 
they begin paying a 22 a 


day instead of the present $20. 


The Increases apply to pa- 


tients who enter hospitals after 
today.

opening a 10-0 lead in the second 
quarter. 


Brilliant 0. J. Simpson led the 


first Trojan thrust by gathering 
in three passes from Steve 
Sogge for 53 yards. A stout 
Buckeye defense stiffened on 
the three and Ron Ayala booted 
a 21-yard field goal. 


Minutes later, Simpson, two- 


time All-American and Heisman 
Trophy winner, electrified the 
102,063 fans by breaking off left 
tackle and cutting back to the 
right on a spectacular 80-yard 
touchdown gallop. 


The faithful Buckeye follow- 


ers didn't have long to wait for 
an Ohio comeback. 


Quarterback Rex Kern, a su- 


perb field general, directed the 
Bucks on a 13-play, 69-yard 
march with fullback Jim Otis 
cracking the final yard for the- 
score. 


"After we fell behind 10-0, I 


told the guys in the huddle that 
we better get rolling and quit 
messing around," Kern said.

Cong and North Viet- 


namese were reported killed. 


The casualty report covered 


the Christmas truce period, and 
the figures Indicated the cease- 
fire was only nominally ob- 
served. 


The cease-flre declared by the 


Viet Cong command for New 
Year's ended early today, and 
shortly 
alter 
two American 


bases and one South Vietnamese 
post were shelled. 


No significant ground action 


was reported, although Ameri- 
can 
and 
South Vietnamese 


troops were patrolling up and 
down the country. 


North Vietnam claimed its 


gunners In Ha Bac 
Province 


brought down a pllotless U.S. 
reconnaissance 
plane 
today. 


The U.S. Command does not 
comment on the activities of pi- 
tiless "planes 'over the-Uorth/ ' 


Since the U.S. and South Viet-

Skiing has become so pop- 


ular it is estimated thai more 
than four million skiers will 
spend time on the slopes this 
season. Because of the large 
number of a c c i d e n t s , 
National Ski Safety Research 
has been studying ways to 
prevent them. Although the 
experts make skiing look 
easy, this sport is probably 
twice as strenuous as foot- 
ball yet it is doubtful that 
any other sport is entered 
into by so many persons who 
exercise too little, get too 
little sleep and drink too 
much. 


The injury rate for novices 


is about eight times as high 
as that for experts. It is also 
high for an 
intermediate 


group who, after a few les- 
sons, d e v e l o p a self-confi- 
dence out of all proportion 
to their skill. One way to 
prevent serious accidents is 
preseason 
conditioning, a 


procedure that has become 
routine for all other major 
sports. Even those who are 
in top condition should spend 
at least five minutes warm- 
ing up after they reach the 
top of the slope. The French, 
who are excellent skiers, rec- 
ommend a 20-minute period 
of calisthenics before start- 
ing downhill. 
Proper binding adjustment 


is very important. In many 
ski injuries the binding is 
not released until after the 
injury—a fracture or a torn 
ligament—has occurred. 
A 


ski shop e m p l o y e or in- 
structor can help you prop- 
erly a d j u s t the bindings. 
Never ski without goggles or 
sunglasses. They protect you 
from both the sun and the 
wind. 
Sunburn is another 


hazard. You should carry a 
sun-screening agent with you 
and reapply it frequently 
while on the slopes because 
sweating and tumbling in the 
snow tend to wipe it off. 


Finally, you should do as 


swimmers and divers do— 
use the buddy system so that 
in case of an accident one 
of you can apply first aid, 
go for .help or direct a rescue 
party to the injured skier.

Tax-Free 
Areas to Be

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


tax-free status of charitable In- 
stitutions 
and the exemption 


from capital gains taxes en- 
joyed by heirs are due for care- 
ful scrutiny in the new Con- 
gress, informed sources say.

look at tax reforms that sources 
say Congress will undertake re- 
gardless of what Richard M. 
Nixon does with recommenda- 
tions of the Johnson administra- 
tion.
